INDIAN EXPEDITIONS. 


Prescorr, June, 15th 1867. 

Eprrox Arzona Miner.—I read in the 
Alta California, of the 11th of April, a brief 
account of the Rio Verde expedition against 
the Indians. As no details were given I 
think a more graphic description may prove 
interesting to your readers, and at the same 
time have a beneficial effect on the mining 
and agricultural interests of the Territory ; at 
least, it is a foregone conclusion in my mind, 
that the subjugation of the Indians must be 
accomplished before the attention of capi- 
talists or practical quartz workers will be 
attracted ina manner tending to develope 
the vast mineral wealth of the districts at 
present infested by these infernal red skins. 
So much by way of preface, and now to my 
subject. I shall not trouble your readers 
with dates ; suffice it to say, that the troops 
under command of Captain J. M. Williams, 
have been in the field about two or three 
months, and will probably remain until the 
rainy season commences. The firat and most 
successful attack up to date, was made ona 
band of Indians numbering in all, about sev- 
enty, who inhabited the slope of what is 
known as the Black Mountains, about forty 
miles to the eastward of Prescott, from 
whence they paid occasional visits to the 
settlements whenever their larder fell short 
of horse or mule meat, or any other delicacy 
in accordance with the Indian palate, that the 
settlers might happen to leave unguarded. 
Captain Williams’ command marched from 
Camp Whipple about seven o'clock on a 
Sunday evening. The moon shone clear and 
bright, in short it was one of those lovely 
nights, peculiar to Central Arizona, unsur- 
passed in any part of the world. Thirty 
miles were accomplished with ease before 
daylight. The trail lay for many miles over 
the Val de Cheno, toa pass through the 
mountains, which presented the most 
magnificent moonlight scene it has ever been 
my luck to witness. The pass or cafion con- 
tinued for manf miles and presented an ever 
varying succession of the most gorgeous 
views. Sometimes the slopes resembled 
huge fortifications, at others they had a cas- 
tellated appearance, irresistibly calling up 
from memory’s store house the giant tales 
and history that every one has either heard 
or read of, the almost impregnable honses 
of the Feudar Barons, nor would it take a 
great stretch of the imagination, to people 
those fanciful habitations. Points of rocks 
and isolated crags, in some instances bearing 
a close resemblance to the stalwart warden 
or sentinel, and sometimes presenting an ab- 
solute startling resemblance to a crouching 
Indian in the very act of springing upon his 
unwary victim. Buta truce to fancy, or I 
might go on for an indefinite period. By 
daylight we were in the heart of the Indian 
country, and what surprised me, was that we 
were actually in sight of the Indians. Cap- 
tain Williams, supported by Lieut. Fetchet, 
started in person, Jeaving Lieut. Hobart in! 
command of the reserve. The Captain and 
Lieut. contrived to keep the Indians in sight 
for the greater part of the day, without be- 
ing able to get close enough to the Indians 
to havea fight out of them. In the mean 
time, the reserve under command of Lieut. 
Hobart, proceeded slowly in the direction of 
the Rio Verde, which place we reached with 
the reserve about 4 o’clock, r. m. Captain 
Williams and Lieut. Fetchet did not reach 
camp until Jate in the evening. The entire 
command, both men and horses being thor- 
ougly tired out. We had been in the saddle 
not less than twenty hours. The following 
day, we caught fish in the Rio Verde and 
did the Dolce Jar niente as only weary men 
can do it, and started on the following morn- 
ing before sunrise with renewed vigor for 
the Black Mountains, distant about twelve 
miles from our camp. For a distance of 
about seven miles, an old Indian trail, which 
we followed, may be said to he passable, as 
we got over it somehow, but owing to the 
rugged character of the mountain-we were 
compelled to abandon our horses to the care 
of a guard commanded by anon commissioned 
officer and try our luck on foot. After a 
hard scramble we gained a considerable ele- 
yation and discovered three Indian ranche- 
rias, two excellent springs of water and a 
large quantity of mescal, part of it ready 
for use and part of it in course of prepara- 
tion. The water was of excellent quality 
and the mescal formed by no means a bad 
lunch atter climbing to an altitude where 
the air had a decidedly tonic effect. All the 
mescal and other Indian stuff was immedi- 
atly destroyed. We then proceeded to the 
summit of the mountain, from whence we 
had a most magnificent view of the sur- 
rounding country, but saw no Indians. Af. 
ter following the ridge for some distance a 
recently traveled Indian trail was discovered 
leading down the mountain in the direction 
of the Rio Verde, but on the opposite side 
of the great ravine from that by which we 
had ascended. The trail was thickly cov 
ered with moccasin atid mule tracks, appar- 
ently but a few hours old, so fresh were the 
tracks that we were in momentary expecta- 
tion of overtaking Mr. red skin and getting 
a fight out of him; but to use an old saying 
we reckoned without our host, and were pres- 
ently very much surprised to see some men

well and obstinately, and even after they were 
wounded endeavored to chodbt arrows into 
the mules they had stolen. Four mules and 
three horses were recovered, and one old! 
fashioned rifle, some bows and arrows, ind 
lots of other things too numerous to mention. 
We returned by moonlight to our old amp 
ground on the Rio Verde and took it éaay. - 
On the following day the battle ground was, 
visited and a great quantity of provisions: 
and other stuff destroyed, that had ‘esesped * 
observation on the previous night; the good 
Indians lay sweltering in the sun. They 
were a well built wiry looking lot, but I. 
don’t think the same number of repugnant, 
villainous looking countenances bavé ever 
been so judiciously and summarily disposed 
of in the history of this Territory. The 
next morning we started in high spirits for 
the head of the Rio Verde and traveled 
along the right bank of the river for several 
miles, but the stream became now so tortu- 
ous that we crossed and re: erosed it several, 
times, and finally crossed what 
termed the east fork. About. di 
above that stream, on the left ae : 
the main Verde, as we Were Winding slowly - 
round the point of what may be termed. 4 
high bar, we came suddenly in sight. of ge. 
eral Indians, They had been encamped-on w: : 
rocky ridge, having a deep ravine on either 
side of it, a high bluff of rocks at the back; 
the whole sloping towards the river, Capt. 
Williams issued his orders promptly and they 
were as promptly executed; one portion of 
the command ascended the slope to the right 
of the first ravine, while the remainder 
moved rapidly round the point of the bar, 
and charged directly up the bank, thereby, 
bringing the Indians between two. flres, with 
a bluff rock in the back ground: A better 
manouvre could not have been conceived. | 
The firing commenced instantly and was kept: ` 
up in a manner truly marvelous and I can- 
not help thinking the Spencer is the rifle par 
excellence, for Indian warfare, asl am c 
vinced the extraordinarily rapid firing caused.

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LAW OF LIBEL. 


An interesting decision has been rendered 
ina New York Court which may be profita- 
bly considered by parties who have vague 
notions about suing newspapers for libel. The 
action was for an alleged libel published in 
the New York Herald, contained in—a „letter 
from the widow of Col. Kimball. The com- 
plainant alleges that the publication referred 
to the plaintiff, and that he is thereby charg- 
ed with having under his patronage or pro- 
tection a public prostitute ; that is false, ma- 
licious and intended to injure his reputation 
and expose him to public hatred and con- 
tempt. 

The Court decided that the objectionable 
words were actionable, or otherwise, accord- 
ing to the manner in which it was intended 
they should be understood, and malice must 
be alleged and proved, that there must be a 
concurrence of a malicious intent and an in- 
jurious tendency. It was the office of the 
pleading to characterize the intent, so that 
the defendant might take issue upon it. Had 
it been alleged by the complainant that the in- 
tent of the publication was to charge the 
plaintiff with keeping a prostitute for illicit 
purposes, the defendant might, by a denial, 
have raised an issue properly to be tried by 
the jury. Some such interpretation must be 
put upon the words before they become libel- 
ous, and it is the office of the complainant to 
do so in a case where the words have an am- 
biguous sense. The complaint was dismiss- 
ed. 


A Simriar Case.—The editor of the San 
Bernardino Guardian, took pains when he 
started his paper to announce, that it would 
not be a political sheet, but independent in 
everything. Some busy-bodies having ac- 
cused him of occupying a neutral position he 
responds in his last number as follows, His 
language may well be applied to the critics 
of the Mixx, to whom we have alluded in 
our leader. The case is a similar one: 


“Nor NeuTrat.—We wish to correct an 
error which we perceive, certain fiends have 
fallen into, alluding to this asa ‘neutral’ pa- 
per. We do not wish to be considered that 
inilk-and-water affair, which is generally un- 
derstood by ‘a neutral paper'—we are iude- 
pendent in everything, neutral in nothing. 
Had these friends observed our course here, 
brief as it has been, they would have seen 
enough to have convinced them of our entire 
independence, not only of individual or per- 
sonal, but of political influence.

SILVER IN COLORADO. 


A correspondent of the Springfield Reyub- 
lican, writing from Denver, says: 

Away over the surveys and in the park the 
placer miners are reaping 4 richer reward 
than ever for the hardest labor that man 
ever performed, and the abundant snows will 
give them an abundance of water for a long 
season. To these regions no spesulation has 
ever reached, and what they have done and 
what they are now doing is what musele 
alone can do. Under the snowy range and 
on it, about Georgetown, Augustine and 
Snake river, now centers the whole excite- 
ment of mining. Gold is nowhere, but sil- 
ver is almighty, and the beautiful valley of 
South Clear Cieck, which six months ago 
lay almost as God made it, is now covered 
with palaces of boards, residences of logs. 
and country seats of brush. Vast bricks o 

small specimen of ore in 


silver in posse and : 
p f every one, while 


esse, are in the hands o : : 
every ones mouth is stretched to its utmost 
width by repeating large figures. Every 

man has from a dozen to twenty silver lodes 
and is looking for more, but has not the least 
idea of working what he has. Not a man 

of them dares to seta price on his property 
for fear he will not ask all he eould get, but 
he will sell you a third ora quarter interest 
in a lode at a price that would be exorbitant 
for the whole, if you will expend half a mill- 
ion in putting up a furnace to reduce the 
silver. So they work, trying to repeat the 
speculation of three years ago and tie up the 
rich mines of Georgetown as they did the 
gold mines of Central. If the labor which 
is being expended in prospecting for more 
lodes was put on those already discovered, 
Georgetown alone would produce more silver 
in value in one year than Colorado has pro- 
duced in gold since the first discovery. This 
looks like a large story, but it is told in all 
honesty by one who does not own one foot of 
silver property in Colorado. 

There is much in the foregoing worthy of 
the consideration of those parties here, who 
are continually looking for new lodes, but 
taking no steps to work those they have al- 
ready. And there is also food for reflection 
on the part of those who ask large prices, 
and thus discourage outsiders from attempt- 
ing development. It would be wise economy 
to give half a dozen capitalists or companies 
some of the best mines if they would agee 
to work them, and thus bring means and 
men into the Territory.

Tue First Gop Mixe.—The first piece of 
gold found in the United States is said to 
have been found in Cabarras county, North 
Carolina, in 1799. It seems, from the account 
furnished Mr. Wheeler by Colonel Burnhandt 
that a boy named Conrad Reed went with his 
sister and younger brother to a small stream 
called Meadow Creck ona Sunday, and while 
ongaged along the banks shooting fish, he saw 
a yellow substance shining in the water, 
which he picked up and found to be metal. 
His father carried it to Concord, and showed it 
to Wm. Atkinson, the silversmith of the 
town, who was unable to tell what it was. 
It was taken home by Mr. Reed, and being 
the size of a.small smoothing-iron, it was 
used as a weight against the door to keep it 
from shutting. In 1802 he carried it to mar- 
ket at Fayetteville, where a jeweler pro- 
nounced it to be gold, and melted it, produc- 
ing a bar six or eight inches long. It was 
sold to the jeweler for 83,50, a big price,” 
as Mr Reed thought. Upon subsequent ex- 
amination, gold was found upon the surface 
along Meadow Creek, and in 1803 a piece of 
gold was found in the stream that weighed 
twenty-eight pounds. Several other pieces 
were found varying from sixteen pounds to 
the smallest particles.

Early in the week two soldiers 
belonging to the Camp just established by 
Lieut. Converse, on Big Bug Creek, five 
miles below the mill, were shot near the mill, 
one it is feared, fatally. A Sergeant accom- 
panying tue mail was killed at the Willows 
on the Mohave road. 

On Wednesday of this weck at about 64 
P. M., a large band of Indians charged upon 
the herd at Dickason's ranch, Leonora valley, 
and took off every hoof, including Mr. D's 
favorite and valuable white saddle mule. Ia 
the herd were 19 animals brought in by Maj- 
Coffin for use at the Bully Bueno mili. 
Eight of the mules were valued at $300 
leach. In the attack J. II. Wamsley, em- 
ployed by Mr. Dickason and formerly of 
Prescott, a very worthy man, was killed. 
Mr. Dickason hurried to the camp at Big 
Bug and some troops were started after the 
Indians at once, and others went from Whip- 
ple on Thursday. We hope they will be 
quick enough to overtake the thieves. 

It isnot surprising that these outrages, 
and the sign of Indians in every locality, 
have alarmed our citizens, and prompted 
them to call a meeting to ask for better pro- 
tection. Gen. Gregg is alert and persevering, 
but his force is wholly inadequate to the ex- 
igency, and more troops should be sent here 
immediately. 

It is the opinion of Tom Hodges, and other 
scouts, that much of the stock lately stolen 
has been driven west from Prescott to the 
Hacquahalla mountains on the La Paz road. 
This would indicate that the river Indians 
have had a part in the depredations, which

Some grumbling and complaining of hard- 
ship in being compelled to payment of Inter- 
nal Revenue taxes, has been heard, but not 
more in quantity or worse in quality than 
has been uttered in other districts—and the 
larger portion of fault-finders are those who 
pay their only tax through the medium of 
the saloons in instalments of 25 cts per drink 
for liquor. 

Since the arrival of the Collector here, we 
have fared but little better with reference to 
revenue stamps, until recently, than before 
his coming, but it is now reasonable to sup- 
pose that hereafter, we shall not be annoyed 
as in the past, from inability to procure 
stamps as they may be wanted, as he has now 
an assortinent and professes his intention to 
keep an ample supply on hand. 

It does not appear from the amount assessed 
the past year that we shall be able to builda 
penitentiary from the proceeds of the Inter- 
nal Revenue during the time mentioned by 
the act appropriating the same in the terri- 
tories for that purpose, yet a part of the ne- 
cessary funds will be secured and in time, 
even from a small beginning, it is to be hoped 
that sufficient funds may be accumulated to 
erect a building of so useful a nature. 

Although this Territory was organized 
while the country was convulsed with civil 
war yet we were not expased to the ravages 
of contending armies, and for three years af- 
ter the enactment of laws to provide for the 
collection of revenue to pay the huge expen- 
ses of the nation during the war, our citizens 
were exempt from the immediate effects of 
their operation—and now that they are en- 
forced among us, let us bear our part of the 
burden with the best grace we can, and hope 
for better ability with increased prosperity in 
the future.

INTERNAL REVENUE IN ARIZONA. 


We have collated a few items of some inter- 
est concerning the Internal Revenue of this 
territory, Which show some facts of import- 
ance relative to our financial condition as a 
people, 

The books of the Assessor show that the 
whole amount assessed thus far since his du- 
ties commenced, is, $10,500. Of this a little 
over $7,000, is included in the annual taxes 
for 1867, $3,200, of which 1s derived from in- 
come tax, and a large proportion of the bal- 
ance from the tax on wholesale and retail 
liquor dealers. ; 

It appears from the returns that seventy- 
nine individuals and firms pay special tax as 
dealers in liquor rather a strong array for a 
Population of 8,000 — making it evident that 
about 100 men women and children, support a 
Whiskey dealer in Arizona. The lists show 
that with the exception of flour, quartz and 
‘w-mills there are no manufactories in the 
Territory. — In the older states more than 
half the revenue is derived from the tax on 
Menufactured articles. 

The income list does not show that many 
four citizens have added largely to their 
‘apital during the year past, although it is as 
hir an exhibit as we expected under the cir- 
amstances. 

None of the various mining companies ope- 
Ming in the territory have previous to Jan, 
lat 1867, realized much profit from their la-

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The meeting then adjourned till Monday 
evening August 12. 

12th.—The meet- 
ing convened, pursuant to adjournment, and 
was called to order by the Chairman. The 
committee not being on hand, calls were 
made for Judge Berry, who came forward 
and made a speech full of pertinent passages, 
portraying the troubles surrounding the set- 
tlers, showing where in his opinion the re- 
sponsibility rested. and the remedy therefor. 
The applause which often interrupted him 
showed that his numerous hearers fully 
agreed with him.

STATEMENT. ; 
The citizens of Prescott and vicinity, in 
mass meeting assembled, respectfully repre- 
sent, that owing to the unusual activity and 
hostility of the Indians in Central Arizona, 
they find their lives and property in immi- 
nent peril. At no time since the opening of 
the country have the savages moved in such 
large bodies, or been so bold and successful 
in their depredations. Within the past 
month, they have killed a large number of 
our leading citizens, have attacked and killed 
several mail carriers and military messengers 
upon the principal roads leading to Prescott, 
and have rua off several hundred head of 
stock, many from within the limits of this 
town, the Capital of the Territory. Travel 
has become entirely unsafe, cxcepting for 
large parties, and mining and ranching, and 
all business, must specdily be suspended, and 
the country abandoned, unless increased pro- 
tection can be afforded.

Ease, That, as citizens of the United 
States, struggling to open and hold this coan 
try, in the great wealth of which our confi- 
dence is not in the least impaired, and greatly 
for the want of proper protection, we, most 
earnestly plead for an increased military 
force, and the continuation of the most vig- 
orous movements against the hostile Indians, 
whether Apaches or others. 


Resolved, That in General Gregg, we have 


an officer of capacity, energy, and persever- 
ance, who, having familiarized himself with 
the country by actual observation in the field 
has accomplished much with a small force 
and will, we believe, render most efficient 
and satisfactory service, if supplied with 
troops adequate to the size of his district and 
to the emergency. 

Resolved, That we hear with surprise that 
some six companies of troops are kept in the 
District of the Verde (Camp McDowell), 
and that others are en route there; a district 
in which there are few if any, settlers, while 
this important district is so sadly in need of 
additional protection. 

Resolved, That while we do not desire the 
withdrawal of troops from other portions of 
the Territory which need protection, we ask, 
as simple justice, and as a positive necessity 
to our security and that of our property, 
that the military force here be immediately 
increased. 

The following communication from Gen. 
Gregg, was handed to the Chairman by Gov. 
McCormick, and read by the Secretary :

New Process ro Repuce Orrs.—The 
Dutch flat Inquirer thus refers to the process 
for reducing ore, discovered by Dr. A. T. 
Dozier, of that place: 

The process is easy, rapid, and attended 
with a completeness not attamed, we be- 
lieve, by any process now in use. The es- 
sential features of the process consist in 
mixing with the ores certain chemical agents, 
bringing and holding the mass at a low red 
heat, until the affinities forming the metal- 
liferous compound are destroyed. The mass 
becomes a stiff paste, and on cooling resem- 
bles scoria, 
composing the ore, take a globular form, and 
remain to a great degree separate in the 
mass, not forming an alloy. The copper ap- 
pears in an oxydized granulated form. The 
paste on cooling becomes exceedly brittle, is 
easily reduced to powder; the silex and non- 
metalliferous portion being washed away, 


leayes the silver, gold, and copper, in separ- 


ate masses to be coollected. Experiments 
were made on Camanche ore, from Mono, and 
on Ophir and Reese River ore. These ores 
are compounds of gold, silver and copper 
The ore from the first named mine has, we 
| believe, baffled all attempts to reduce it. It 
is shipped. we are informed, to San Fran- 
Í cisco, at an expense of S0 per ton. is sent to 
Swansca for reduction with returns in gold. 
silver - and copper of about $1,000 per ton. 
Two experiments were made on this ore with 


On pulverizing the brittle mass in a mortar. 
‘and washing away the earthy residuum, 
about. eighty per cent. of the silver contained 
in the ore in a nearly pure metalic form, was 
obtained. The remaining portion of the sil- 
iver with a trace of gold remained unscpara- 
ited with the copper, the copper being in an 
joxydized granulated form. The copper, 
| with the gold and silver unseparated from it, 
can be ren into bars. The object of the ex- 
periments was not to determine the relative 
value of the gold, silver and copper m a given 
quantity of the ore, but to show that the 
Camanche ore, and indeed all ores. can, by 
the process of Dr. Dozier, for all the practi- 
cal purposes of cominerce, be reduced at the 
mine, and in some cases the metals can be 
obtained separately, and he believes, at a 
greatly reduced cost compared with any pro- 
cess now in use, and to a far higher degree 
of perfection.. The utility of his process as 
a valuable discovery in the reduction of ores 
ready to demonstrate on any scale re- 
quired. While so many of the richest ores 
in silver, copper, gold, or other metals, re- 
main comparatively valueless, owing to the 
imperfect processes used in their reduction, 
a process so simple, so complete, and so easily 
tested, and likely to prove of such great 
utility to mining industry is certainly enti- 
tled to a careful consideration, and should be 
subjected to a practical demonstration. 


VEIN MINING. 


This class of mining is yearly attracting 
more attention, and the fact that it is neces- 
ary to go deep on our quartz veins, to prop- 
erly develop their riches, is now generally 
conceded. Washoe has been a “ good school” 
for the quartz miners of California, in which 
the necessity of deep mining has been well 
demonstrated. Four years ago Grass Valley 
was about as dull as Auburn is now, the 
quartz miners there having worked the sur- 
face rock, found near the water level a barren 
spot, and concluded that veins had about 
give out, but the mining operations over the 
Sierras gave them “new ideas,” and now the 
rule is “go down on your ledge ;” no richer 
quartz claims are to be found in the State 
than are now worked in Grass Valley, in 
Amador County, and other mining counties 
of the State where deep mining has become 
the rule. According to an eminent Mining 


value of mineral productions renders any 
light which can be thrown upon the princi- 
ples involved in the formation of veins, and 
the working of them very essential. No mi- 
ner should expect to find, until the water 
level is met. the most productive portion of 
a vein; above that point, irregular masses of 
ore may be obtained, but no safe working es- 
timate can be formed, nor no reliable results 
reached until the work has progressed under 
water. The yield from very wet veins has 
always been the most productive, as the ex- 
perience of all the vein miners has proven. 
Before commencing work on a mine a well 
digested plan for work should be settled 
upon and then never deviated from. By so 
doing thousands of dollars will be saved. 
The reason of unsuccessful quartz mining 
heretofore in our vicinity, has been the in- 
sufficiency of capital. Quartz mining re- 
quires an abundance of capital, with consid- 
erable of patience and perseverance. No 


mine can be worked successfull 
expenditure of many thousands of dollars.

And then there are so many delays that can- 
not be avoided, so many additional items of 
expense that could not be foreseen, therefore 
liberal calculations should be made as to 
amount needed in properly opening a mine. 

Many of the mines in Europe, Mexico and 
South America have been worked to extra- 
ordinary depths, and generally proved rich. 
Humboldt speaks of a number of them over 
2,000 feet deep, worked for centuries and 
paying millions of dollars. These are facts 
that cur quartz miners should bear in mind, 
and be guided by, in developing their lends. 
—Placer Herald.

MAJ. D. H. STICKNEY. 

To draw a pen picture of this gentleman, 
bearing a striking resemblance to the original 
is a difficult task.

Hypratric Gotp Gieaner.—Chas. Scho- 
field, of Havilab, Kern county, Cal. has in- 
vented what he calls a Hydraulic Gold Glean- 
er, which is described as follows in the Cour- 
ter of that place: 


The erushed rock is conveyed through 
sluices into a box with a seive for a bottom. 
About six inches below this is another box,

„ Gexezar,—I regret to inform you that 
the hostilities of the Indians in this part of 
Arizona are unusually formidable and alarm- 
ing. Raids involving robbery and murder 
are of almost daily occurrence. Many mines 
~ and ranching camps have been attacked, and 
_ the inhabitants, even of the chief settlements, 
, ate startled by the proximity and activity 
ef large aud bold bands of savages evident! y 
bent upon extensive depredations. Herds 
shave been taken from within less than a 
mile of this town, and no road or trail is 
considered safe for travel except by strong 
- parties well armed. I attribute this deplor- 
able state of affairs to no want of energy, 
perseverance or discretion upon the part of 
Gen. Gregg, or his officers and men, (who 
have rendered and are rendering most faith- 
ful service,) but to the utter insuflicieney of 
the force at his command. Even if the mat- 
ter of moving the troops at Camps Lincoln 
and McPherson was entirely in his power, 
(as I think it should be) the total force in 
the District if kept constantly in the field, 
would not be great enough to guard the 
¥, much less to undertake the prompt 
ul punishment of the alert and 
crafty enemy. I beg to call your attention 
to the fact that the number of troops in the 
District is far less in proportion to its size, 
population and importance, than in any of 
the several Districts into which you have 
divided the Territory. In order to anything 
‘Vike speedy and vigorous aggressive opera- 
tions, which seem absolutely necessary for 
the protection of life and property, and the 
bolding of the country, at least six cavalry 
companies should at oncg be added to Gen. 


McDowell should also be placed at his dispo- 
nal for co-operative movements, Moreover, ex- 
perience has, in the popular judgment here, 
in which f concur, most clearly demonstra- 
ted that it is impossible for the commanding 
officer to act promptly, and with effect, un- 
less clothed with large discretionary power, 
and permitted to move all bis troops accord- 
ing to the exigency of the hour, without de- 
laying to submit his plans to San Francisco 
for approval. 

Tam confident, that if provided with an 
adequate force, and entrusted with the entire 
control of the same, Gen. Gregg will, within 

.a few months, so punish and overcome the 
hostile Indians of this. distict, however bold 
their present attitude, that they will be 
glad to accept any terms the government 
may think proper to give them, and will not 
again seriously molest the whites. 

In the emergency of the hour, I am ap- 


pealed to ſrom all quarters to take steps to 


raise Territorial voluntcers, or to call out the 
militia. I beg to enclose copies of petitions 
upon the subject and to assure you, that 
nothing but the want of means wberewith 
to meet the necessary expediture prevents 
my immediate action in the matter. I have 
little doubt“that eitber the United States, 


or the Territory, would eventually assume 
the outlay, but it is impossible, owing to the 
interruption of business here and the losses 
the people have sustained, for them to ad-

I hear 
of instances in which children have been 
sold by the troops, of others in which they 
have been exchanged for gouds, and in cases 
where they have been given to the Pima and 
Maricopa Indians, those tribes have after- 
wards sold them to thé whites. Moreover, 
I am informed that at McDowell, it has been 
the custom tu deliver the adult captives over 
to the Pimas and Maricopas for slaughter. 

I respectfully éall vour attention to these 
facts and request if prisoners now in hand, 
or those hereafter taken, are to be disposed 
of, that it be done in accordance with the 
Territorial law of which J enclose herewith 
acopy. I also send a copy of the recent Act 
of Congress prohibiting peonage in New 
Mexico and other Territories, which you 
may not have scen, and which has some 
bearing upon the matter involved in this 
communication.

MINING IN NEW MEXICO. 


Gen. Carleton has been on a visit to the 
Pinos Altos mines, in New Mexico, and in a 
long and interesting letter printed in the 
Santa Fe Gazette of July 27th, he gives a 
glowing account of the numerous lodes in 
that district, upon which many men are now 
at work. The town of Pinos Altos, which 
had but sixty inhabitants in October last, 
now has eight hundred. Flour is $11 per 
hundred, and other supplies in proportion. 
The country is well wooded and the climate 
excellent. Pinos Altos is some 5,000 feet 
above the sea level. It is on the summit of 
a great chain of mountains, and is distant 
from the Miembres River 36 miles—from La 
Messilla 115—from old Fort West, on the 
Gila 30—from Tucson 175. 

The General also gives a report u 
old placer mines near Santa Fe, a aide 
the management of Dr. Steck.

No less than four 
different scouts have gone out against them 
since the advent of Colonel McGarry, but in 
three cases out of four the vital drawback 
te success was the insufficiency of men. In 
the neighborhood of the several mountain 
ranges that are known to be the haunts of 
the Indians of this section, there are up- 
wards of a dozen posts, and there is no ques- 
tion but what their establishment and con- 
tinuance are matters of necessity. There ie 
abundant room for them all to work had 
they the means, but the majority namber 
less than one hundred men, two-fifths -of 
whom, at least, must be excluded from the 
scouting forces. Where Indians live in ranch- 
crias, located with special reference to easy 
escape, it is almost an impossibility to cap- 
ture them without dividing the attacking 
force into at least two parties—oftener more 
—and as scouting has to be performed with 
cavalry, the idea of dividing n fragment of a 
company into several detachments is onc not 
to be for an instant entertained. It can safely 
be said that this country will continue to be 
the theater of Indian depredations until ei- 
ther the number of troops is materially 
increased and better horses furnished, or un- 
til the posts are centralized and consolidated 
that scouts can be organized of sufficient 
force not to compel their commander to re- 
turn home from want of numbers when he 
has the ‘bird in hand.” 

The want of a proper force, and of author- 
ity ‘to centralize and consolidate it at will, is 
the great drawback to successful military 
movements, both above and below the Gila, 
and until such want is supplied either by the 
act of General McDowell or the erection of 
a separate Department, comparatively little 
can be done. To sit in San Francisco and 
direct even the general movements of the 
troops here to a successful issue is simply im- 
possible, while to attempt to control the 
details of their operations is a sheer absurd- 
ity. Come here yourself Gen. McDowell, 
send us officers to whom you can give every 
responsibility of placing, and handling the 
troops, or let us have a distinct Department. 
This is the reasonable demand of a suffering 
people, 


ARIZONA AND APACHES. 


The San Francisco correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune (we presume A S. Evans. 
Esq ,) has a letter in a late number of that 
paper, making some allusion to a trip through | 
Arizona. We quote as follows: |

“As for money or plunder I came back 
poorer by hundreds of dollars than I started, 
but the wonderful scenery which I bave seen 
and other objects of interest—Indians in- 
cluded—which have fallen in my way will 
more than repay me for all that. What kind 
of a country is Arizona, anyhow? Beloved 
of my heart, it is hell all around the edges, 
jand heaven in the centre! It is a desert on 

all its outskirts, but the centre is a beautiful 

country, and the whole vast Territory is rich 
in minerals almost beyond behef, while there 
is an immense extent of good grazing and 
i timbered land, with nat a little rich cultiva- 
table soil. The ruins of handreds of cities and 
towns, once inhabited by a race now lost, 
shows that it was once the home af a large 
population, and where other races enn live 
the Yankee can, I guess.“ 

“But the Apaches must be eaterminated ! 
That last word is an ugly one and it falls 
roughly on the car of the namby painpy ‘hu- 
mamtarian, but itis the only word which 
fills the bill. That conntry is too good a 
country to be left in the hands of savages 
forever, and white men can never go in and 
possess the land and make it the home of civ- 
ilization, until that accursed race have been 
hunted down and exterminated hke so many 
wolves or rattlesnakes. Treaties they laugh 
at and humane treatment is worse than 
thrown away on them. The whole land is 
filled with the graves of their victims, men, 
women and little children. ruthlessly and 
cowardly murdered by them, and it is time 
that we changed our tactics. Whenever you 
hear a long-haired ‘humanitarian’ prating 
about the ‘wrongs of the poor Indian’ and 
the beauties of ‘moral suasion’ as contiasted 
with violence and the law of force, tell him 
to go to Arizona and try his hand and pet 
theories on the Apaches. If he comes back 
alive, ho will talk just as l am now writing. 
There is some redeeming trait in every race 
on earth which I have ever met except the 
Apache—they have none.” 


THE ALBURQUERQUE ROUTE.

LATEST NEWS ITEMS. 


The Indians 
are still annoying the overland route as the 
following telegrams show : i 

Sarr Lake, August 7th—10 a. m.—It is 
reported at Julesburg this morning that the 
Indians “gobbled” a trian on the Union 
Pacifiic Railroad, east of Plum Creek. They 
crossed the river, and have possession of the 
Telegraph Company’s wires. 

A later dispatch from Julesburg states 
that the Unien Pacifiic Company’s Railroad 
track has been destroyed by the Indians six 
miles west of Plum Creek. One train was 
captured, and the engincer, fireman and 
brakeman killed. 

The Indians also attacked a telegraph re- 
pairing party, on their way to fix the line, 
The 
lines are still down east of Fort McPherson. 
A repairing party left there yesterday at 
noon and have not been heard of since. 

The railroad track is blocked. The In- 
dians are in large furce. Two hundred of 
of them crossed the platte, nine miles west 
of Bishop's ranch, yesterday.

ARIZONA Gorb-BEA RING SutpHtrets.—In 
the mountain country in the vicinity of Pres- 
cott, Arizona, are found immense deposits of 
gold- bearing sulphurets, of a refractory char- 
acter but very rich. Among the best known 
of these is the Sterling mine, which has a 
ledge of solid sulphurets ten feet in thickness. 
The mine is situated near a stream of running 
water, and in the midst of an immense forest, 
which will supply fuel and tiiaber for hund- 
reds of mines for centuries. The sulphurets 
from this mine are now being worked at a 
profit, and if the Apaches were subdued and 
the farmers left at peace, so that provisions 
could be obtained at fair rates, the mine 
would prove an immense fortune to the own- 
ers.

SUPHURETS..-- 


A correspondent of the Alta, writing from 
Nevada (Grass Valley) Califone Jule 16th 
has the followiug regarding the working of 
Sulphurets. It contains information of much 
importance to our miners, who árè mow con- 
vinced that most of the lodes here. abonnd in 
enliven W ~- p 

© A large part of the gold in the aurifer- 
ous quartz of California is enclosed in & ac- 
companied by sulphurets of iron abd Scher 
metals, which prevent am à „ and 
thus causo the gold to escape the quarts 
mill. The sulphurets being twice as heavy 
in proportion to its bulk as quartz, can be 
separated from it by washing. This process 
is called concentration, and as the sulphurets 
are, on-the average, not more than two per 
cent. of the vein matter, and very seldom 
more than five per cent., the concentrated 
sulphurets or tailings may be twenty times 
as rich per ton as the ore when it came from 
the mine. The quartz from the Eureka 
mine may average $80 or 100, and the con- 
centrated sulphurets from the same mine 
$400. The cost of concentration is estimated 
by Mr Deetken at about $10 per ton of sul- 

hurets in the Eureka Mill, and, if I remem- 
er rightly, the sulphurets there are about 
two per cent of the ore. The larger the 
percentage the less the cost. because the 
smaller the amount of the material that has to 
be handled. I have inquired of many Superin- 
tendents about the best method of concen. 
trating, and most of them have told me that 
they are not satisfied with anything the 
have seen, and that they do not know which 
is the best machine in use. The blankets 
are used in nine mills out of ten, and no 
other device for concentrating is used in one 
in ten. :
